That 
ix the first. consideration; and 4 reason- 
able recognition of the Fores, regular 
and efficient instruction, and an encour- 
agement of the feeling on ‘the p.rt of 
members that they are fulfilling some 
. good. purpose. by their. existence, will 
soon effect this .desjralle end, ‘The 
rubust health: of. the .Corpa secured, 
under a permanent arly Command- 
ant, then the Battery would be fairly 
earned—as the Officers’ suggestion most 
fairly put its, “in proportion to the ef- 
fective Btrength of the Corps.” In or- 
der to bring about this coveted reform, 
a Drill-shed is mos. necessary in & clim- 
ate like this; and that, we are glad to 
see, has received the approval of the 
‘Governor and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Colony. Now, His Excellency, 
having gone over these points in hia 
address, says.—“I believe the cost of the 
Band, the Military Commandant, the 
Drill-shed and all could be-defrayed for 
something like $10,000. a-yenr; and 
that figure I shallbe prepared to put 
before the Legislative Council and Her 
Majesty’s Government.” There is such 
a thing as being too generous; and itis 
to be feared that Sir a Hennessy has 
erred bere, Even if. we leave out the 
Band—gs we. believe it is one: import- 
ant question upon which His Excell ‘atid 
and the Corps are not at one—the Drill- 
shed and the Battery do not require to 
+ be purchased more than once, so that 
‘the $10,000 every year looks very like 
a thistake, His Excellency made an- 
other remark—“ I shall ask your Com- 
mandant to turn it over (the question of 
Head-quarters] in his mind and to con- 
sult the officers of the Corps, and seo 
what is best to be done.” Indeed, the 
Governor—who, with all respect, dues 
not seem to have mastered the dctaila of 
this Volunteer business—could not do 
better, if he would only ndd one or two 
regular officers to the proposed Com- 
mittee, who, with the permission of the 
Military authoritics, might give valuable 
advice.’

THE TUNG WAH HOSPITAL, 

The following communication, in'Eng- 
lish and Chinese, appears in the Govern 
ment Gazette of the 26th inst. :— 


DIRECTORS TUNG-WAH HOSPITAL TO THE 
COLONIAL SECRETARY. 


Srz,—The undersigned beg respectfal- 
ly to state that this Hospital has ever 
since its establishment. beon ‘favoured by 
the High Authorities of the Oolony grant- 
ing all lawfal self-management for which 
the members of tho Committee are ex- 
tremely gratefol, There is however one 
point, viz; that of taking pupils who 
wish to study medicine, which was a 
matter of special interest to former 
Governors as Sir Richard Macdonnell 
and Sir Arthur Kennedy. Atthat time, 
however, no students were obtained, and 
therefore the plan could really not bo 
put in execution. 

Tho Committes now submit for con- 
sideration that the study of medicine is 
a matter'of no mean importance, that a 
good physician is able to savo people 
whilst an ordinary physician is but able 
to injure peoplo’s lives. A public ‘meot- 
ing has.therefore been held at which it 
was resolved to eatablish a set of Rules 
and Regulations, and Dr, Oh‘an Lin-eun 


has accordingly beeh engaged for the 
Hospital to teach in first. instance the 
practice of Chinese medicine, with a 
view to the pupils, after having obtained 
a general insight into its leading features, 
boing subsequently furthor instructed in 
the practice of Weatern medicine, so that 
they become equally versed in the native 
and foreign systems of medicine when 
they will surely be able to prolong life, 

The Committees now beg moat re- 
pestfully to submit the Rules and Regu- 
lations, under sixteen heads, which have 
beon passed, with the requost that thoy 
be laid before His Excellency the Go-s 
yernor who will learn therefrom that the 
matter arose from the pleasure the Com:

Shipment 
of cargo has, by request of the local 
fneureoce Conipanies, been entirely me- 
pended since Monday last ; but will, if the 
river. continnes to fall, be resnmed to- 
morrow morning. Some of the large tea- 
steamers lying at Pagoda Anchorage bave 
boen compelled to get up stesin zo as to 
guard against the possible dragging of their 
anchors. Fortunately, the prescnt fl ods 
are not comparable to those of 1876 aud 
1877—~especially in the latter year, whon 
tha water rose fally four feet bigher, 

We understand that tho foreign .cargo- 
boat owners have recently addnaned a 
strong remoustrance to the Customs au- 
thoritics regarding the preacnt systematic 
obstruction by junks of the river fairway 
at the oppor anchorage of the port—jast 
below Messrs, Jardine, Matheson & Uo’s 
hong. There seems to be some ground for 
this complaint, inasmuch as tho junke— 
maby of them cumbersome and unwieldy 
craft-are potmitted to moor abreast, in » 
line extending frequently from the right 
bank to mid-channei of the river. Foreign- 
owned vessels at Pagoda Anchoraze would 
not, most certainly, be cermitted to block 
the channel in this manner, nor would it, 
for manifest reasons, be in their mutual 
interest todo so—even if sanctioned by the 
port regulations. The fairway of tho river 


doubt that, viewed in this light, the 
Customa’ guthorities will feel disposed to 
deviso such measures as may soam beat 
caloulated to ensure the genoral convenianca 


alike.
